At prices quoted the seeds are delivered in good 
order at your nearest post office, free of all expense. We can send any quantity of seeds 
by mail, done up securely in bundles of four pounds each, and we guarantee safe arrival 
in as good condition as if sent by express. 


Seeds by Freight and Express For the benefit of market gar- 


" deners and others requiring large 
quantities of seed we quote special low prices (pages 80 and 81) on Peas, Beans and Sweet 
Corn by the peck and bushel. These, together with Farm and Grass Seeds, we deliver to 
any express, railroad or steamer in Philadelphia, and the purchaser pays transportation 
charges upon receipt. On all Vegetable Seeds ordered by express or freight the purchaser 
is entitled to deduct 15 cts. per pound from the mail prices quoted. Market Gardeners 
are requested to note the special low price list of Seeds in Bulk, on pages 80, 81, 82 
and 83. In ordering state distinctly whether the goods are to be sent by express or freight, 
otherwise we will use our own judgment as to the best route. When large quantities of Field 
Seeds or other heavy seeds are required, it is always best to order early, so that they can be 
sent by freight, as the charges are much cheaper than by express. Small orders, how- 
ever, can often be sent as cheaply by express. 


We cannot too often reiterate, be very careful to always sign

your ame, post office, county and State on each and every 
letter sent us. Cash should always accompany the order. Money can be sent safely, 
either by post-office order, bank draft, express, or by registered letter. On orders over 
$1, the cost of remitting by any of these methods may be selected in extra seeds free. 
Every postmaster is obliged by law to register a letter on payment of ten cents, and then 
you will receive our receipt for the letter by return mail. We accept fostage stamps the 
same as cash. We are responsible for the safe receipt of remittances by any of the above 
methods. Postal notes, which are largely used, are convenient for small sums, but afford 
no security, as they are payable to bearer. The efficiency of the post-office department 
is such, however, that it is rarely that a letter or package is lost or stolen. 


: All orders are booked, assorted and filed 
The Execution of Orders. the day they are received, and dispatched 
the day following. Our excellent system and large force of skilled employees enables us 
to execute orders promptly, even in the height of the busy season. The greatest care is 
exercised to prevent mistakes, which are, consequently, of rare occurrence.

located at Nos. 475 and 477 North Fifth Street, 
extending through to Nos. 476 and 478 York 
Avenue, is the largest in the city of Philadelphia, 
and for the conducting of an extensive mail seed 
business is pronounced, by all who have examined 
the various departments, to be the most admirably 
arranged inthis country. It occupies four building 
lots; is five stories high, besides basement, and 
has a wide frontage on both Fifth Street and York 
Avenue—both broad streets—thus giving ample 
light and ventilation. The illustration on the 
back cover page of this Catalogue is from a 
photograph of the Fifth Street frontage. Customers 
visiting Philadelphia are cordially invited to call, 
and can reach our warehouse conveniently from 
any station; the Fifth Street cars pass every minute 
or two. 

It hasalways been our aim to serve our customers 
satisfactorily, not only in the quality of our seeds, 
but also in the prompt and careful execution of all 
orders entrusted to us. 
orders the day after they are received. This we 
are enabled to do by our excellent facilities and 
large force of skilled employees, many of them 
practical seedsmen, of long experience. Our 
prompiness in filling orders, together with the 
quality of our seeds, has gained us such a host of 
friends that we have the largest mail trade in 
Philadelphia, and the largest mail seed business 
of the kind in the United States. 

On the second and third cover pages we give 
some condensed views of the interior of our seed 
house—our space not allowing us to give all. To 
explain these we have numbered each view. 
Beginning on the second cover page :— 

View No. 1 represents a part of the fifth floor, 
devoted to papering seeds, and filling a portion of 
the mail orders. 

View No. 2 showsthe Offices, where a careful 
record of the orders belonging to this department 
are kept. To the right is shown the wall of the 
private office. Our business having extended to 
such large proportions, it is necessary to have it 
divided into different departments, that we may 
give accurate attention to each and every order. 

View No. 3 represents the general Mail Order 
Department. Here are filled many hundreds of 
orders every working day in winter and spring. 
The seeds are already done up, dy the millions of 
packages, in packets, ounces, quarter pounds, 
pounds, pints, and quarts, and can readily and 
quickly be selected on order, from the thousands 
of compartments, drawers and bins, all distinctly 
labeled and numbered. After the orders are filled, 
they are carefully examined by expert employees, 
whose entire time is devoted to this work, to see 
that no mistake has occurred; they are then passed 
to men standing at large tables, to be wrapped and 
tied, when they are taken to another part of the 
room to be weighed and stamped. Our space 
does not allow us to describe all the details of 
filling the orders; but we trust the illustrations 
and brief descriptions given will convey some 
idea of the amount of care and precision ex- 
.ercised.

Turning to 3d page cover :— > 

View No. 4 represents the principal Counting 
Room, located on the first floor—entrance from 
Vifth Street. Here the books are kept, and the 
orders received are arranged on reversible files, 
with thé address tag or label attached to each 
order, and are then recorded in order books, of 
which there is a separate book for every State in 
the Union. Here also most of the correspondence 
with retail customers is conducted. ‘The offices 
of the wholesale department are adjoining, on the 
end nearer York avenue, but are not illustrated. 
All the office work is completed on the orders the 
day they are received; they are then ready to be 
filled the day following, and the manager of each 
department thus knows early in the morning 
exactly what amount of work he has to map out 
for the employees. 

View No. 5 represents the Private Office, 
located at the rear of the counting room. ‘This 
office is placed in instant communication with all 
parts of the building, by means of speaking tubes 
and electric bells. By similar means, the chief 
clerk in the outer office can also readily communi- 
cate with the different managers, and with the 
shipping clerk’sand Live Stock offices on York 
Avenue. Nearly four hundred feet of tubing is 
required for these purposes, and the electrical 
arrangements are most complete. 

View No. 6.—The Mail Office, adjoining 
the private office, is the scene of quiet but busy 
work, the entire time of several persons being 
required to open and assort the mail; by continued 
practice they have become very expert, as may be 
judged from the fact that our mazl numbers several 
thousand letters a day. 

View No. 7.—Office of Thoroughbred Stock 
Department, on York Avenue. Considerable 
alterations have been made in this office since the 
view was taken. Here all the correspondence and 
office work relative to our large business in 
Thoroughbred Live Stock and Fancy Poultry, is 
conducted. Adjoining this office, we have re- 
cently erected a new Shipping Clerk’s Office. 
Here bills of lading, etc., are made out, and from 
this side of the building the wagons are loaded to 
be shipped by the various freight lines. ‘The ele- 
vator shaft is located about twenty-five feet back 
from the northern door on the York Avenue side; 
this, in addition to a wide, unobstructed area to 
the rear of the shipping office, and a clear space 
at the wide doorway south, allows ample room for 
the sorting of the sacks, boxes and barrels intended 
for the different railroads. 

View No. 8.—One of our Store Rooms, 
where is kept a portion of our stock of Peas, 
Beans, Sweet Corn, and Small Garden seeds, in 
bags, the bulk of the seed grain being stored on 
other floors. 

View No. 9.—Seed Potato Stores. Our 
cellar is specially adapted for the safe storage of a 
large stock of Seed Potatoes, which we receive 
each year from our growers in the North, in the 
fall, and keep for the use of our customers in the 
spring.

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A DISHONEST WINNER OF PRIZES PROSECUTED. 


Ever since we issued our first catalogue, we have spared no pains to make every word 
it contained truthful and exact, recognizing that our business must depend in a large 
degree upon the faith our customers have in its representations. We require the 
competitors for our prizes to make affidavit to their reports before the nearest Notary 
Public or Justice of the Peace, and in addition to personal correspondence with the 
successful competitor, frequently write to a disinterested third party for further 
corroboration. 


In scrutinizing the affidavits sent us each year, we have come across five or six which 
we strongly suspected had been sent by unscrupulous parties, who were evidently trying to 
defraud other competitors by reporting false sizes and weights. For the protection of our 
patrons we made the most thorough investigation of these reports, and determined to 
criminally prosecute the first individual we detected in sending us a fictitious affidavit. 


On the twentieth of October, 1883, we received an affidavit from a farmer residing near 
Galena, State of Illinois, bearing the certificate of a Justice of the Peace for Jo Daviess 
County. It recited that this competitor had grown certain weights of grain and vege- 
tables from packets of seed bought of W. Atlee Burpee & Co. When the reports were 
compared, for the final awards, the statements contained in this affidavit were found to 

entitle the sender to prizes aggregating NINETY DOLLARS. 

After writing to him, and having some correspondence with parties in Galena concern- 
ing his general reputation, we forwarded him our check for the above amount. We 
published the statements made in his affidavit, together with several hundred others, in 
our FarM ANNUAL for 1884, appending the name of the Justice of the Peace as his 
voucher. 

In April, 1884, we received letters from several farmers in the vicinity of Galena, denying 
that any such crops had been raised by this individual as were attributed to him in our 
catalogue. We wrote to the Justice, asking him whether or not the signatures purporting 
to be his, upon the paper referred to, were genuine, and received the reply that he had 
never signed any such affidavit. We immediately placed the case in the hands of our 
Counsel, and this pseudo-competitor is at present under indictment for forgery. 

Out of consideration for the innocent members of his family, the name of this party is 
not published. The District Attorney of Galena, assisted by eminent counsel, has now 
entire charge of the matter, and will see that justice is done. 

We are determined to protect our patrons and ourselves from bogus affidavits. To our 
customers we promise our best efforts for their satisfaction ; to our prize competitors, a fair 
field; and to swindlers who attempt to defraud us, we promise a vigorous prosecution, to 


the full extent of the law.

This variety has a wonderful consti- 
tution ; the vines are very vigorous in growth, the leaves measuring 8 to Io inches, and 
sometimes a foot, across the top. The melons generally set about four feet from the hill, 
and the whole strength goes into the fruit; the total length of vine is about eight feet. 

As to the second quality implied by the name, they are veritably /vonc/ad—cutting into 
one is just like cutting into a citron. These melons have frequently been dropped from 
the height of three feet, and even from the shoulder of a man, without bursting or showing 
any bruise. The hardness and tenacity is in the outside coating or enameling of the skin, 
while the rind is very thin. Without exception, Burpee’s Mammoth Ironclad is the best 
variety for shipping and keeping. Plucked when thoroughly ripe, or left on the vines after 
fully ripe, they will keep in fine condition for one month. The past summer melons ripe 
the middle of August held their own until the 20th of September, when they were of first- 
rate quality, not mealy, but firm and solid. Year before last melons were taken in the 
first of October, and were kept in good condition for Christmas dinner.

In December, 1883, Mr. E. L. Coy, the originator, in compliance with our personal 
request to put on paper his candid opinion of Burpee’s Empire State, then known as 
Seedling No. 99, wrote as follows :— 

Another year’s experience has more than confirmed my previous opinion that I have 
at last originated the most valuable variety of Potato that has ever been introduced. 

The simple facts are these: For many years I have been assiduous in my endeavors 
to produce a perfect Potato for general purposes; a variety combining productiveness, 
beauty, healthfulness and superior eating qualities. And when it is remembered that in 
making these endeavors, I have either originated or introduced the following varieties 
which at one time were standards, and some of which are still the most popular varieties 
in cultivation, it will readily be admitted that I am not assuming too much in claiming 
that I have produced more really valuable varieties than any one potato originator. The 
varieties referred to are :— 

Late Rose, White Late Rose, Early Paragon, Beauty of Hebron, Late Beauty of 
Hebron, North River Beauty, Improved White Rose, Improved Late Rose. 

Of the above, the Beauty of Hebron has scarcely had a competitor in all those 
qualities that assist in making up a perfect early variety, and heads the list to-day as an 
early market garden variety.

It was from the only seed 
that germinated, from the only seed ball that I have yet succeeded in finding on the White 
Elephant, although I have offered and will still give ¢10 for the first seed ball that is sent 
me with satisfactory proof of being from that variety. 

The seed ball which produced this seedling was found in a large field of White Ele- 
phants. Therefore it was zo? “ fertilized by pollen from the White Peach Blow.” kis 
inbred, which in no manner detracts from, but rather adds to its value. 

The first year the tubers weighed 31 ounces, which is the heaviest weight I have yet 
produced, or heard of, the first season from seed. Three of them were of fair cooking 
size. They were strikingly beautiful. The temptation was so great that I yielded to my 
curiosity and had one of the largest tubers cooked. Previous to this I had found that 
potatoes the first year from seed were uniformly heavy and wet when cooked, and desti- 
tute of that flavor that they afterwards attained. But very much to my surprise and grati- 
fication this tuber cooked dry and floury. It had that peculiar delicate and rich flavor 
that I had never seen equaled except by the Beauty of Hebron. 

The next year I planted the balance in my garden, and under ordinary cultivation 
had two barrels of the handsomest potatoes I ever saw. Their rank, heavy foliage won the 
admiration of all who saw them. ; 

In September of that year (1882), W. Atlee Burpee, of Philadelphia, made me a visit. 
Among other things, I called his attention to my new Seedling Potato. ‘The leaves and 
vines were then turning yellow, and ripening in the old fashioned, natural manner. Their 
striking appearance interested him very much. At his request I had some cooked for 
dinner. Without any hesitation he pronounced it the finest flavored potato he had ever 
seen. Before he left he secured a promise from me of having the first chance of purchasing 
its entire ownership. 

The past season this seedling was subjected to the most careful tests in competition 
with the most noted and highly lauded varieties in cultivation, with the most satisfactory 
results. It has more than equaled my most sanguine anticipations. My lifelong en- 
deavors to produce a perfect potato for general purposes have been fully realized. I have 
never seen any variety that combines so many highly desirable qualities. 

From one tuber, cut to single eyes, and planted and cultivated in the usual manner, I 
grew 123% lbs. As a field crop they yielded at the rate of 425 bushels per acre. In 
shape, it resembles the Beauty of Hebron, but is somewhat more oblong. The flesh is 
very white and floury; the flavoris pure and delicate; skin is white and smooth; eyes 
shallow but strong, a single eye being fully sufficient for a hill; the vines grow very rank 
and vigorous; the roots are strong and extend very deeply into the soil, although the 
tubers lie compactly in the hill at the proper depth. Its strong and deeply penetrating 
roots Cause it to stand the drought exceedingly well. I have never yet seen a hollow ora 
rotten one. It is medium late, ripening with its parent. . 

I reserved a few last spring, at planting time, in order to test their keeping quality. J 
had them cooked August Ist, and found their cooking qualities unimpaired. They are fine 
grained and solid, and I believe can be kept a full year, if required. 
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In October, 1884, we again requested Mr. Coy to write us exactly his experience with 
another year’s trial (and on a very extended scale—to grow sufficient to supply the 
demand), and the following is a verbatim copy of the letter received ,from him Oct. 
17th, 1884 :— 

Another year’s experience with the new seedling potato, ‘No. 99,’’ hereafter to be 
known as Burpee’s Empire State, in comparison with about sixty other varieties, con- 
vinces me that too much has not and cannot be said in its favor.

One man in Iowa, with a heart full of gratitude and wonder as he looked upon his 
more than ioo lbs. of beautiful white tubers, exclaims: ‘‘One hundred dollars would not 
purchase those potatoes, if I could not replace them.’’ And I verily believe the man was 
right. Every potato of this new seedling that is grown during the coming two years will 
be wanted for planting, at highly remunerative prices. Therefore, those few who have 
them and those who are so fortunate as to secure a few barrels, more or less, this season, 
should consult their own interests by giving them the very best possible culture; cutting 
to one strong eye. This,in my opinion (based on actual and careful experiments), is 
sufficient seed for this strong growing variety. ThiS feature is of the greatest importance, 
as a too heavy seeding will-result in a lighter yield of smaller tubers. 

On my own grounds Burpee’s Empire State has far outyielded such popular 
varieties as White Star, Conqueror, White Elephant, Burbank, Garfield, St. Patrick, etc. In

DINARY IN A YIELD OF OATS. ONE HUN- 
DRED AND FIFTY BUSHELS THE PRODUCT 
OF ONE BUSHEL. Experiments have been made 
during the last season, in our county, in the way of grow- 
ing a new variety of Oats, by Messrs. L. F. and G. W. 
Bowen, of this city, on their farm on the Hoss road. Itis 
the object of the above named gentlemen to introduce to 
the notice of our agricultural community a variety of Oats 
that they have never seen before, namely, the celebrated 
prize variety, known as Burfee’s Welcome Oats, from the 
large Philadelphia seed firm of W. Atlee Burpee & Co. 
Frem a bushel of this mares sown last spring, there wiil 
be a yield of about 150 bushels, and this, too, on ground 
far too richly manured ; while under ordinary circumstances 
the yield would undoubtedly have exceeded 200 bushels. 
For the sake of special experiment, five pounds of seed 
were planted in rows Seventeen inches apart, a single kernel 
in a row, six inches apart, and the balance of the bushel

he 5 pounds produced 5 bushels more than the 27, and 
both parcels of oats completely covered the ground with 
straw, the straw being much larger in size and higher than 
that of ordinary oats. The great advantage of these oats 
is a prolific tendency to stool from a single grain to from 20 
to 50, and in this is its superiority over other varieties 
shown. The average of the one from the 5 pounds 
was about 25 to a single grain, which, on soil not so rich, 
would have been much larger. Another advantage is the 
amount of straw one has from the harvest. The 5 pounds 
already mentioned produced 82 shucks, of large bundles.

BURPEE'S PEDRICK, 
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Although, perhaps, not new to all whom this catalogue 
reaches, yet the majority have never before had an oppor- 
tunity to secure seed of this really fine variety. It origin- 
ated with Mr. Pedrick, of New Jersey, who has, by care- 
ful selection for many years, established it of a very neat 
and uniform type.

The Pedrick corn is a yery “thoroughbred,” medium 
early, yellow dent.

14 to 20 rows of grains, placed very compactly and the 
rows very straight onthe cob. In diameter the ears are 
2 to 2% inches; the cob is very small, red, and of a soft, 
silky nature. The kernels are deep, closely set upon the 
cob and of a beautiful light yellow color. The stalks grow 
6 to $ feet high, and frequently bear two good ears. This 
variety has frequently yielded 80 to 100 bushels per acre 
in New Jersey, and we are confident it will be highly 
esteemed in other sections.

Teosinte as a Soiling Crop. 

Last spring Messrs. W. ATLEE Burrer & Co., of Phila- 
delphia, gave me a package of Teosinte seed to try as an 
experiment, I selected a piece of rich ground, marked 
rows three feet apart, and dropped two to three seeds every 
twelve inches in the rows, and covered about two to three 
inches deep. Thiswas done on Mayasth. I gave it three 
hoeings, and on the 25th of August I cut and weighed the 
green fodder, and found the hills to average nine and a 
quarter pounds each. At this distance, three feet by twelve 
inches apart, you can grow over 14,000 hills to the acre, 
yielding over 64 tons of green fodder, which my cattle 
seemed to eat with more relish than green corn fodder 
From my experience this year (being one of severe drought), 
I am inclined to think Teosinte very much superior to corn 
as a soiling plant. With a favorable season it will be for 
use in about nine or ten weeks from the time of planting. 
Some of the shoots were as large near the ground as the 


| stalks of field corn, yet my cows ate every portion with as 


much greed as they did the leaves and softer part of the 
shoots.

Crara Ganppiz, Pierceyille, Iowa, writes :—Last spring 
TI sent you fora packet of Teosinte seed; the weather being 
very wet we did not get it planted until late in May; 
planted it in the garden, two seeds in a hill; worked it with 
a hoe only. It grew about six feet high and produced from 
40 to 60 stalks to the hill. Cut up the most of it late in 
August, when the pasture was short, and fed it to our milk 
cows. They ate every particle, and some of the stalks 
were 4% inches around. For milk cows we think it as 
good or better than sweet or sugar corn. We cured a few 
hills of it to see if the stock would like it as well dry, which 
they did. Whenever fed we always noticed an improve- 
ment in the quality and quantity of the milk. We are so 
pleased with the Teosinte that we send for more seed this 
year. 

Rev. G. W. Brown, Mt. Union, Ohio, Nov. sth, 1884, 
writes :—The Golden Beauty Corn did not have a fair 
show here. I plowed up an old pasture lot when it was 
most too dry to plow, and in that condition planted the corn 
with a horse drill, on the 17th of May. e had no rain 
until about the ist of July. Again the worms took about 
three-fourths of the crop, and the ground was rather poor 
and could not yield more than half a crop, except under 
the most favorable circumstances. The yield was simply 
astonishing ; many of the ears were over twelve inches long, 
and closely covered with the most beautiful corn I ever 
beheld. Iam not alone in this opinion, but nearly all who 
saw it say they never saw the like before. Planted side by 
side with our native corn, its yield was much the greatest. 
We have only one fault to find with it, and that is, itis a 
little too late for our short seasons; but, however, it is the 
opinion of some of our best farmers that in a few years it 
will become acclimated, and then be the corn for this 
country. I am saving the ripest for seed, and I think by 
next year can give a more favorable report. I think that 
if I had planted about the roth of May, when there was 
more moisture in the ground, my corn would have been 
at least three weeks earlier, or about the middle of Sep- 
tember. 

J. F. Linprey, Marietta, Ga., Sept. 18th, writes :—I 
have sent you this day, by mail, an ear of your Golden 
Beauty Corn, an average size of what I made from the seed 
purchased of you.

The head 
should be small compared with the body, with the cheeks 
broad and full, with considerable breadth between the 
eyes.
